WHEN I5 A CITIZEN? 


Homestead of First Husband Whos 
She Marries an Alien> 


A ruling received yesterday froua 


the general land office at ,Washing- 
ton In regard to the homestead rights 


of a widow who marries an alien is of 


great interest to a number of entry- 
men in the Imperial and Antelope 
Valleys. 

The decision lays down the prin- 
cipie that where the widow of a de- 
ceased homesteader is remarried to 
an alien without having submitted 
proof upon her Geceased husbands 
entry, ehe thereby, by reason of the 
loss of citizenship, becomes disquali- 
fled to complete such entry, all her 
rights descending to his heirs. 

The decision follows an appeal 
filed by Hannah Miller Harju from a 
decision of the General Land Office, 
requiring her to furnish evidence ol 
the citizenship of her present hus- 
bend, Alec Harju, in completion of 
her final proof submitted July 11, 
1912, on the homestead entry made 
August 36, 1900, by her former hus- 
band, William Miller. The land is in 
Imperial Valley. 

Miller died December 19, 1906, and 
his widow, the claimant, remarri in 
November, 1908. It appears that her 
fret hueband was native born and 
that he left two minor children. The 
claimant's setond husband is not a 
citizen of the United States. 

The General Land Office finds that 
the claimant is not entitled to patent 
on the proof submitted, and that the 
heirs may succeed to the title. The 
case ts therefore remanded for fur- 
ther adjudication, In accordance with 
this decision, In the interest of the 
entryman’s heirs.
